It  has  been  the  custom  for  the  past  four  years  to  issue  a  separate  report 
upon  the  City’s  Funded  Debt  and  the  provisions  made  to  meet  it.  The  purpose 
of  this  report  is  to  set  forth  clearly  and  concisely  the  actual  financial  position 
of  the  City. 

During  1920  new  loans  were  floated  to  the  extent  of  six  million  dollars,  while 
debentures  redeemed  amounted  to  something  over  four  millions.  The  net  result 
is  shown  as  follows:

Of  the  S6, 1 79,203  debentures  sold  during  the  year  $86,203  were  pur¬ 
chased  by  the  sinking  fund,  $5,813,000  were  sold  by  public  tender  and  the  ba¬ 
lance,  namely  $280,000  were  accepted  by  the  vendor  of  certain  parks  property- 
There  were  three  public  sales  during  the  year,  May  6th,  $1,905,000  at  a  price 
costing  the  City  6.07%,  Nov.  22nd,  $2,853,000  at  6.55%,  and  Dec.  17th, 
$1,055,000  short  term  5'/z%  bonds  at  6.88%.  Although,  the  average  cost  to  the 
City  was  high,  it  was  quite  reasonable  in  comparison  with  what  other  borro¬ 
wers,  notably  the  Province  of  Ontario,  had  to  pay.  For  instance,  within  a 
week  after  the  City  marketed  its  $2,853,000  of  securities  in  November,  the  Pro¬ 
vince  floated  a  loan  on  a  6.83%  basis,  paying  .28%  more  for  their  money  than 
the  City.  These  rates  are  high — exceptionally  high  in  comparison  with  pre-war 
rates,  and,  together  with  the  wide  divergence  over  the  year,  give  an  excellent 
indication  of  the  unsettled  condition  of  the  financial  markets.

Acquisition  and  Rehabilitation  of  Toronto  Railway 


The  outstanding  event  of  the  year  is  the  taking  over  of  the  Toronto  Street 
Railway.  When  the  franchise  of  the  company  expires  in  September,  the  City 
will  take  over  at  a  price  to  be  fixed  by  arbitration,  that  part  of  the  property  of 
the  railway  necessary  to  its  operation.  This  price  will  not  be  known  definitely 
before  midsummer  and  it  is  impossible  to  forecast  the  arbitration  award.  Im¬ 
mediately  upon  taking  over  the  road,  the  City,  through  the  Transportation 
Commission,  will  be  confronted  with  a  formidable  programme  of  extension  and 
improvement — building  new  car  lines,  rehabilitating  the  old,  replacing  the 
antiquated  equipment,  in  short,  providing  a  service  that  will  be  satisfactory  to 
the  citizens  of  Toronto, 
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The  increase  in  the  gross  debt  will  be  the  greatest  for  any  single  year  in  the 
history  of  the  City.  This  conies  as  the  result  of  two  factors — first,  the  street  rail¬ 
way  acquisition,  and  second,  the  resumption  of  works  postponed  during  the 
war  and  the  critical  period  immediately  following.  Debt  incurred  in  connection 
with  the  Toronto  Railway  and  its  subsidiaries  will  lay  no  burden  on  the  tax¬ 
payer,  but  the  same  cannot  be  said  of  every  part  of  the  new  issues.  Of  the 
amount  to  be  funded  this  year  over  $6,000,000  is  for  services  that  of  themselves 
produce  no  revenue,  their  debt  charges  being  met  by  the  general  tax  rate.  In 
1920  the  debt  incurred  for  non-revenue-producing  services  was  approximately 
$3,500,000.  The  comparison  between  the  figures  of  the  two  years  should 
give  cause  for  thought. 


Limitation 
of  Funded 
Debt 


There  is  a  statutory  limit  placed  by  the  Legislature  upon  the 
amount  of  debt  the  City  can  contract.  At  no  time  can  it  exceed 
a  certain  percentage  of  the  assessment  — 12'/2%  of  the  first 
$100,000,000  and  8%  of  the  balance.  The  debt  figure  used  in  determining  the  bor¬ 
rowing  margin  of  the  City  is  the  gross  debt  less  certain  statutory  exemptions 
as  shown  below:

The  1921  assessment  is  $693,483,354,  and  on  that  the  statutory  limit  of 
debt  is  $59,978,668.  The  gross  debt,  less  the  exempted  portion,  is  $49,319,170, 
so  that  at  the  close  of  the  year  the  City’s  borrowing  margin  is  $10,659,498.

A  close  examination  shows  that  the  borrowing  margin  has  gone  up,  not 
because  the  debt  has  been  kept  down,  but  because  the  assessment  has  been  ma¬ 
terially  increased.  With  an  increase  of  $56,000,000  in  the  assessment,  there 
should  be  a  corresponding  increase  of  $4,500,000  in  the  borrowing  margin  but 
owing  to  the  large  amounts  of  non-revenue-producing  debt  floated  during  the 
year,  this  increase  amounts  to  only  $2,000,000.  Then  too  the  borrowing  margin 
at  present  is  not  built  on  the  soundest  basis  possible,  for  of  the  total  assessment 
of  $693,000,000,  approximately  $130,000,000  consists  of  business  and  income 
assessment.  On  the  basis  of  real  property  assessment  the  $10,700,000  borrowing 
margin  shrinks  to  the  insignificant  figure  of  $260,000. 

With  the  assessment  reform  soon  to  go  into  force,  it  is  estimated  that 
$50,000,000  will  be  cut  off  the  total  assessment,  with  a  resultant  decrease  of 
several  millions  in  the  limit  of  debt.  Debts  created  for  non-revenue-producing 
services  eat  into  the  borrowing  margin,  so  that  it  needs  but  very  few  capital  un¬ 
dertakings  to  cause  the  present  margin  of  $10,700,000  to  melt  away  entirely. 
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Below  is  a  summary  of  the  gross  debt  according  to  the  services  for  which 
it  has  been  incurred.  Local  Improvements,  such  as  roadways,  pavements, 
curbs,  sidewalks,  sewers,  etc.,  head  the  list  with  nearly  $21,000,000 
Funded  Debt  or  20.02  per  cent,  of  the  whole.  Since  the  last  report,  schools 
have  displaced  waterworks  as  the  second  largest  individual  debt, 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  waterworks  debt  has  increased  in  the  year  by  almost 
half  a  million  dollars.

In  view  of  the  magnitude  of  the  local  improvement  debt  and  the  unde¬ 
sirability  of  further  increase,  it  has  been  held  that  for  at  least  a  few  years  to  come, 
no  greater  amount  of  debt  should  be  incurred  in  any  one  year  than  matures  in 
that  year.  In  the  past,  local  improvements  have  been  rushed  through  without 
regard  to  the  heavy  burden  both  on  the  general  taxpayer  and  on  the  owner 
whose  property  is  especially  benefited.  If  the  above  course  were  followed, 
the  local  improvements  effected  in  the  next  three  years  would  be  limited  to 
$2,000,000  a  year.  Surely  that  sum  is  sufficient  to  cover  at  least  the  essential 
undertakings.

From  this  it  is  seen  that  of  the  total  debt  of  nearly  $104,000,000,  $40,000,000 
has  been  incurred  for  services  from  which  the  annual  income  is  sufficient  to 
cover  all  expenses  of  operation,  debt  charges,  etc.  In  addition  $5,000,000 
has  been  invested  in  services  which  are  able  to  pay  part,  but  not  all  of  the  charges 
against  them.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  in  both  1919  and  1920,  the  surplus  of  Exhibi¬ 
tion  revenue  over  actual  operating  expenses  was  sufficient  to  meet  debt  charges, 
on  the  buildings  debt,  but  in  previous  years  there  was  usually  a  deficit. 
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Interest  charges  and  provision  for  the  redemption  of  the  City’s  debt  of 
Annual  $104,000,000  for  the  year  1921  amount  to  $8,559,876,  of  which

This  total  debt  charge  of  $8,559,876  is  equivalent  to  12.34  mills  on  the 
present  assessment.  However,  it  must  be  remembered  that  a  large  proportion 
is  for  revenue-producing  and  specially  rated  debts,  whose  charges  are  taken  care 
of  either  by  the  revenue  arising  from  the  service,  or  by  the  special  tax  levied  on 
the  ratepayers  as  in  the  case  of  ratepayers’  share  local  improvements.  The  net 
amount  of  debt  charges  on  the  taxpayer  is  shown  by  the  following  table.

The  amount  of  debt  charges  to  be  met  by  direct  taxation  is  reduced  from 
$8,559,876  to  $4,488,820,  or  at  most  $4,789,869  if  the  last  three  enterprises  are 
excluded  altogether.  Thus,  instead  of  12.34  mills  on  the  assessment,  debt  charges 
account  for  only  6.91  mills.  In  this  connection,  it  is  always  well  to  keep  in 
mind  that  the  greater  the  expenditure  on  non-revenue-producing  services,  the 
greater  the  burden  on  the  taxpayer. 

The  gross  debt  of  the  City  as  shown  in  a  former  table  is  $103,819,125. 
Of  this  amount,  $80,569,525  has  been  secured  through  the  issue  of  sinking 
fund  debentures.  As  the  name  implies,  a  sinking  fund  has 
Debt  been  set  up  to  redeem  these  at  maturity,  and  this  fund 

now  amounts  to  $28,366,244.  The  real  funded  debt  obligation 
of  the  City  is  thus  the  gross  debt  $103,819,125  less  this  sinking  fund  accumulation 
of  $28,366,244.  The  net  debt,  as  it  is  called,  is  therefore  only  $75,452,881. 

In  the  table  which  follows  the  net  debts  of  the  various  divisions  under  which 
the  debenture  issues  are  classified,  are  given  in  order  of  magnitude,  together 
with  those  of  last  year,  for  purposes  of  comparison.  By  comparing  this  with  an 
earlier  table,  it  will  be  seen  that  while  the  gross  debt  has  increased  practically 
$2,000,000  during  1920,  the  net  debt  has  increased  only  slightly  over 
$1,000,000  or  half  as  much.

of  a  more  or  less  public  character:  Hydro-Electric  Railways 
(eastern  and  western  sections),  Toronto  Housing  Co.,  Ltd.,  Indus¬ 
trial  Schools  Association,  and  the  Toronto  Harbor  Commissioners. 
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The  Hydro-Electric  Power  Commission  of  Ontario  purposes  to  build  certain 
radial  lines  within  the  Province,  and  has  entered  into  agreements  concerning  the 
cost  of  construction  and  equipment  with  the  municipalities  directly 
Radials  affected.  The  capital  cost  is  apportioned  among  the  several 

municipalities,  each  of  which  agrees  to  deposit  with  the  Com¬ 
mission  its  bonds  to  the  extent  of  its  portion  of  the  cost.  The  Commission  then 
issues  bonds  with  these  as  collateral  to  finance  the  construction  of  its  lines. 
Under  this  agreement,  Toronto  must  deposit  with  the  Commission  its  debentures 
to  the  extent  of  $4,328,665,  for  the  radial  to  be  built  fron:  Toronto  to  Bowman- 
ville,  and  $4,240,196  for  the  Toronto-Port  Credit  line.  This  makes  Toronto’s 
total  obligation  for  Hydro-Radials  $8,568,861.  If  the  radial  lines  fail  to  earn 
enough  to  pay  current  expenses  and  debt  charges,  sufficient  of  the  City’s  bonds 
will  be  sold  to  make  good  the  City’s  proportion  of  any  such  deficit  and  the 
bonds  so  sold  must  be  redaced  immediately  by  the  City.

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The  financial  policy  of  the  City  for  the  past  four  years  has  been  to 

tighten  up  for  the  big  year  1921.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  the 

_  ,  .  debt  down  to  the  lowest  figure  possible,  so  that  when  the  Street 

Conclusion  .  .  1 

Railway  franchise  expires  in  September,  1921,  there  will  be  no 
financial  impediment  to  the  acquisition  of  its  property  by  the  City. 

How  far  this  policy  has  been  carried  out  can  be  judged  from  a  comparison 
of  the  gross  debt  or  the  net  debt  for  each  year  of  the  last  decade,  as  shown  in 
earlier  tables.  But  now  that  the  moment  is  almost  at  hand  there  must  be  no 
slackening  in  the  rigid  enforcement  of  this  principle,  and  one  great  aim  of  this 
report  is  to  emphasize  the  significance  of  debt  incurred  for  non-self-supporting 
services.  Certain  debts  of  this  class,  such  as  those  for  schools,  main  sewers, 
parks,  etc.,  have  to  be  incurred  from  time  to  time,  but  it  is  imperative  that  they 
be  kept  within  bounds.  As  pointed  out  before,  these  debts  not  only  are  a  burden 
on  the  taxpayer,  but  materially  reduce  the  borrowing  margin  of  the  City,  and 
where  excessive,  lower  its  credit  in  the  eyes  of  the  financial  houses  and  make 
subsequent  borrowings  more  costly  and  difficult. 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  heavy  financing  will  be  called  for  in  the  next 
few  years.  With  the  taking  over  of  the  Street  Railway,  the  huge  expenditure 
that  must  be  made  in  extension  and  rehabilitation,  and  the  heavy  capital  outlays 
involved  in  other  projects  proposed,  the  citizens  of  Toronto  can  look  forward 
to  a  debt  that  will  increase  by  leaps  and  bounds  in  the  next  few  years  to  possibly 
$150,000,000.  Debt  charges  will  be  almost  doubled  with  the  inevitable  increase 
in  the  tax  rate.  There  is  some  consolation  in  the  fact  that  the  major  portion 
of  the  new  debt  will  be  for  self-supporting  services,  the  charges  on  which  have 
no  effect  on  the  taxpayer.  But  a  considerable  part  of  the  new  debt  will  be  crea¬ 
ted  for  services  that  do  not  pay  their  own  way,  and  in  regard  to  this  a  very  cautious 
policy  must  be  adopted.  It  is  not  so  very  long  ago  that  the  City  had  the  bitter 
experience  of  a  too  rapid  expansion.  In  one  year  the  debt  wras  increased  by  nearly 
40  per  cent.,  followed  the  next  year  by  an  increase  over  that  of  25  per  cent. 
Subsequent  years  are  bearing  the  burden. 

Toronto  Railway  financing  is  immediate,  but  numerous  other  proposed 
expenditures  are  not  so  urgent,  and  Council  must  exercise  great  dis¬ 
cretion  in  determining  just  which  works  shall  be  gone  ahead  with,  and 
which  shall  be  postponed  unti'  conditions  are  more  favorable.  It  is  far  from 
good  business  to  penalize  future  years  for  the  sake  of  immediate  interests.
